Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 17. — The 
pronppcts of peace are difitinctly 
brighter. The plenipotentiaries are 
laboring with a aertoiinnera and ear- 
nest nera whieh leaves not the slight- 
est doubt that both are anxious to 
couclude a treaty. When he returned 
to the hotel last nlghl Mr. Witte, 
who was tired out with hla hard 
day's work said: 

"I am doing all 1 can do for peace. 
Uf the eight articles we have already 
considered I have yielded seven. No 
other Ktatesmaii in Itussla wciild 
have dared to do so much, and 1 
have done what 1 have done upon 
my own responsibility." 

From an authoritative source It is 
now possible to forecast with a fair 
degree of accuracy that the crisis 
will come on next Monday. Articles 
7 and 8, deaflng with the fate ot the 
Chinese Eastern railroad, having 
bteii dispiised of yesterday there re- 
mains, In addition to the oesslon of 
Sakhalten, which wiA passed over, 
the question of Indemnity, which 
comes up today, as article 9, the llm'i- 
tatlon of Kurala's sea power In th. 
Far Hast, the surrender of the In- 
terned warships and the grant to 
Japan of fishing rights on the littoral 
north of VladlvoKtok. 

To all except the Utter, to which 
Kiissla will agree, a negative anawei 
has been returned, absolute In the 
case of IndemirHy and Sakhallen. 
Perhaps both the others may be 
modlfled and accepted by Mr. Witte 
In order to strengthen his position 
Insisting upon a ronc<eBsloii from 
Japan regarding Its demands of an 
Indemnity and Hakhallen.

No Change In HItuation 

New Orleans, Aiig. 17. — With lit- 
tle variation In the dally record. It 
naturally follows that there is no 
material change In the situation, and 
none Is looked for in the Immediate 
future. There is considerable satis- 
faction to be drawn from the small 
number of deaths^ because It shows 
two thingw — one that the type of the 
disease Is not as malignant as at 
flrst supposed, aud the other, that 
the authorities are finding about 
every case In the city. The general- 
ly accepted death rate is about 1 1 
per cent. 

It Is about a week ago that tho 
dally record took such a Jump, one 
day lOB cases being reported. Since 
then the dally record has hovered 
around 60. While eight days are 
usually allowed for a patient to re- 
cover or die, most of the deaths 
occur In the fifth and aixth days. 

There were no prominent people 
among the new cases, but the ma- 
jority of them are among people of 
comfortable cincumsrtances. Only 
six of the new foci are above Canal 
street. 

Past Assistant Surgeon Corput 
found another nest of infection out- 
side of the (ilty yesterday. He went 
to St. John Parish, fifty miles above 
the city on the Mississippi river, and 
unearthed thirty-three cases, twenty- 
one of which are entirely new focus 
In and around the town of La place. 
He found eight more cases on the 
Diamond' plantation, in St. Charles 
parish, and four more on the Terre 
Haute plantation. 



Plague lu .MlHsiMtlppi. 

New Orleans, Aug. 17. — It is offi- 
cially declared that there are nine 
enses of yellow fever at .Mlasisaipp! 
t'lty. Miss. It is stated there has 
been fever there right along and It 
was mistaken for malarial fever. 
The lesiili of (he announcement Is 
that .Mississippi Is again tightened 
up wlih quarantine restrictions. 



Ucllevc Rll•(••la Will Recede, 
London, Aug. 17. — Chosu Kotike, 
secretary of the Japanese enibass)'. 
gave the following Interview on the 
peace negoilations to your corre- 
H|>ondent today: ''There Is a differ- 

ence of opinion among the members 
of the embassy in regard to me pence 
negotiations. Several believe they 
will fall through. I consider a suc- 
cessful conclusion probable. Russia 
Is decisively beaten and must make 
peace. Jai>an will not reccyde from 
her demands in regard to Sakhallen 
and for Indemnity and I believe that 
when Russia recognizea this she will 
accept the Inevitable.”

Coroner J. F. Crow was the third 
consecutive coroner to die In office. 
Mr. M. Nance, the undertaker, was 
for many yeara coroner, and was 
8U(M:eeid«d by the late George Phelps. 
Mr. Phelps died while serving and 
waa succeeded by the late "Daddy” 
Peal. Coroner Peal died aoni* 
montba ago and Mr. Crow waa then 
appointed to the position, and Coro- 
ner Crow was the third member to 
die within the past four or five yiara.

H- 
was elected by a big vote and tilled 
the oIBce with credit. 

,\t the death of Former Corone, 
Peal. Judge UIghtfool apiMilntrd Mr 
Crow, and .Mr. Crow easily won the 
democratic nomination for the same 
ofllce at the primary several months 
ago. 

Some of .Mr. Crow's friends say 
that he has never been in hla usual 
good health since while acting ns 
special officer on a steamboat excur- 
sion over a year ago. he war 
assaulted by two or three negrnt a 
and badly hurt.

PKACE IS DOUBTFUL. 

Despite (he. evasive and reassuring 
declarations of the peace envoys 
themselves, the conviction seems to 
grow among the newspaper correa- 
pondents assembled at Portsmouth 
that the war will not end just yet. 

The sltuatlnn in a nutshell seems 
to be that Japan, flushed with victo- 
ry, will yield nothing. Russia, atrong 
hut impotent, will concede every- 
thing to a certain point, and then 
steadfastly Insist on her own de- 
sires as to the rest. 

A special correspondent of the 81. 
ismia Globe Democrat saya: 

The real contest at Portsmouth 1s 
narrowing to the Indemnity condi- 
tion Imposed as a basis of peace with 
Russia. When that point Is reached 
Russia is expected to stand Arm. 
turning with apparent resignation 
and virtuous mien to the powers of 
the world. To them she will say, in 
effect ; 

"All these things have I given tci 
iiiy adversary. To her dominions I 
have added a kingdom. 1 have as- 
sented to an extension of her sphere 
of Influence which makes her the 
dominant nation of the Far Bast. 
Now protect |SMir me from the ra- 
pacity of my enemy." 

Samuel G, Blythe, s|>eClal corres- 
pondent of the .New York World, 
says: 

"The prospects of peace l)etween 
Russia and Japan went glimmering 
when the conferees today took a 
‘note of dlvergance' on the fifth Jap- 
anese condition. .Mr. Witte, the Rua- 
slan envoy, has given up the fight. 
He will talk with Japan for a day 
more, or maybe two or three days, 
but he has made up his mind that 
there can l)e no peace and he has 
sent this word to the czar: 

"The Japanese are alolld, uticom- 
muulcative, Inscrutable. They imr- 
3l8tently demand their pound of 
flesh They claim the right of might 
They don't Intend to be deprived of 
the fruit of their vtclorlea. The 
peace that looked so possible early In 
the week is now not even probable | 
.More blo<id muat be shed. The pride | 
of Russia demaiida further aacriflee i 
from her sons. Witte has deereed i 
that he will give Japan only what j 
Japan has now. 

"The war will go on. The peace i 
coDferenee at Portsmouth might as 
well have never been called."
